456 
pages of text and photographs detailing the interests of Adolf Hitler in 
Western art and his application of art to politics. Spotts portrays the 
National Socialist revolution as more cultural than political. He shows 
that Hitler viewed himself first and foremost as an artist. Hundreds of 
photographs including Hitler’s “doodles.” His involvement in music, 
architecture, sculpture, literature, not to mention science, aeronautics, 
chemistry and everything else, display a mind imsurpassed by anyone 
before or since. Did this man plan to ennoble humanity or to conquer 
the world—or both?

NEW! The Controversy of Zion by Douglas Reed with a Preface by 
Ivor Benson.

Stalin’s plans to conquer Europe prior to Hitler’s pre-emptive strike in 
Operation Barbarossa.

Beasts of the Apocalypse by Olivia M. O’Grady. Published first in 
1959, it exposes the un-Christian cabal behind socialism bent on estab¬ 
lishing world government.

Lost Civilizations of the Stone Age by Richard Rudgley, an Oxford 
trained scholar specializing in Paleolithic man. A real eye-opener: truns 
out our cave-dwelling ancestors performed medical operation and cre¬ 
ated art with techniques not seen again until the Renaissance.

Lincoln Rockwell, a life examined by not overly friendly author Wil¬ 
liam. H. Schmaltz. Entitled HATE it covers Rockwell’s years as leader of 
the American Nazi Party and those men who had tied themselves polit¬ 
ically to him. An informative book of those times.Item #366,388 pages, 
softcover $17.95. 

The Oxford History of Medieval Europe by George Holmes. The 
book covers 1,000 years of history, giving detailed information about 
the creation of Western Civilization. Item #340,392 pages $17. 

Nemesis at Potsdam by Alfred de Zayas. A moving account about the 
expulsion of 15 million Germans in eastern Europe at the end ofWWII. 
Millions died in the process. Item #116,352 pages, softcover, $ 19 95. 

Blowback—The Costs and Consequences of American Empire 

by Chalmers Johnson. American foreign policies, its global scale and 
desire to control other countries. Item #331,268 pages, softcover, $15. 

Hitler's Table Talk, 1941-1944. Although it has a very biased preface 
by Hugh Trevor Roper, the book should be in everyone’s bookcase. 
Hitler’s words, taken down verbatim on Bormann’s insistence, stand on 
their own. Item #333,748 pages, hardback, $32. 

Hitler and His Generals by Helmut Heiber. Verbatim military con¬ 
ference notes of the high command of the Wehrmacht in meetings 
between 1941 and 1945. Find out exactly what was said at these con¬ 
fidential war strategy meetings. Item #354,1,159 pages, hardback, $42.

Hitler's Jewish Soldiers by Bryan Mark Rigg.The author, no friend of the 
Third Reich, concludes that 150,000 German soldiers who fought in WW2 
were partly Jewish. Many photos of these soldiers and officers, a most 
unique book. Item #330,443 pages, hardback, $29.95. 

At Hitler's Side: Memoirs of Hitler's Luftwaffe Adjutant in WW2, 

Nicholas von Below. He spent the war years with Hitler and gives a personal 
account of the inner circle and headquarters and Hitler’s thoughts of the 
British and Americans. Item #301, 256 pages, many pictures, hardback, 
$29.95. 

A Military History of the Western World by Maj. Gen. J.C. Fuller. This 
classic, never out of print, gives a detailed account of early historically 
important battles up through WWII. The 3 volume set contains 1,828 pages 
of history, from the battle of Herman (Arminius) in the Teutoburger Forest 
against Roman domination of northern Europe to the battle of Leyte Gulf.

The Day Dixie Died: The Occupied South 1865-1866 by Thomas and 
Debra Goodrich. The authors trace the death, destruction, crime, starvation 
and anarchy of that period. Item #273,320 pages, hardback, $26.95. 

The End of Days: Fundamentalism and The Struggle for the Temple 
Mount by Gershom Gorenberg.The cultural and historical insanity that has 
been spawned by Christian, Jewish and Muslim fundamentalism is the topic 
of this thoughtful and prescient work. Item #359,275 pages, softcover, $16. 

Deceit at Pearl Harbor: from Pearl Harbor to Midway by Com¬ 
mander Landis, the last remaining member of Adm. Kimmel’s staff as it 
existed Dec. 7,1941.The content of this book will shock the readers who 
are not familiar with the little-publicized events it reveals.

The House of Rothschild by Niall Ferguson.The author, an Oxford schol¬ 
ar, reveals for the first time the secrets of the economic success of the 
Rothschild family, from 1798 to 1999. 2-volume set, over 1,000 pages total, 
Item #36lc, quality softcovers, $37.95 per set. 

The New German Reichschancellery. Publishers Ray and Josephine 
Cowdrey have done a magnificent job presenting the history, purpose and 
eventual fate of Hitler's famous Third Reich edifice. Many photos, illustra¬ 
tions, maps and drawings, fold-out floor plan, etc. The best book ever print¬ 
ed on the subject. Item #364, hardback, 8.5 x 11, 125 pages, $39 95. 

Dissecting the Holocaust: The Growing Critigue of Truth and 
Memory. Daring scientist Germar Rudolf has compiled the works of the 
world’s foremost Holocaust Revisionists into one amazing reference source. 
The result of 10 years of labor, this book is the final word—from a scientif¬ 
ic perspective—on the Holocaust. Rudolf was banished from Germany for 
publishing this scholarly work and now lives on the run from German 
thought police.

VIDEO SELECTIONS 

Firestorm Over Dresden is an account of the firebombing of Dresden 
from eyewitnesses who somehow escaped the most dastardly and coward¬ 
ly attack on a civilian population ever perpetrated. Historian David Irving 
combines these interviews with archival pre-war film footage and informa¬ 
tion from Winston Churchill’s private diaries to help explain the event of 


terror. In addition to the great loss of life, literally tons of irreplaceable art 
and architecture was destroyed in Dresden, then known as the “Florence on 
the Elbe River.” Item #90,VHS, 77 minutes, $29.95. 

Triumph of the Will, Germany, 1934 —Still banned in Germany, this 
extraordinary blend of art, directing and cinematography by the famous 
Leni Riefenstahl is a marvel one won’t come across again.The subject of the 
film is the 1934 session of the Nazi Party congress at Nuremberg. Awe¬ 
inspiring in its dimension, it is a “must see.” English subtitles. A printed trans¬ 
lation of the speeches is also included as an extra bonus. Item#115,VHS,

The Wonderful, Horrible Life of Leni Riefenstahl— The title of this 
video is quite misleading. Leni, 90 years old when she collaborated with the 
film makers, had a wonderful life until 1945. After the war she was perse¬ 
cuted, prosecuted and damned in general by the media. Because she had 
made wonderful, stirring documentaries in Germany at the request of 
Hitler, she became a pariah later. The video shows us that she was a feisty, 
opinionated woman. We learn of her early years as an actress, who soon dis¬ 
covered her true talent to be the eye behind the camera. It is a compelling 
tale, much information that is new; a historic record of a woman’s life—the 
best female movie director in the world. German language, English subtitles 
and narrator.

EPIC: The Story of the Waffen SS —Narrated by the legendary hero of the 
Waffen SS, General Leon Degrelle, the video gives a complete historical back¬ 
ground leading up to WWII. This is the story of the incredible and almost 
unknown (in the U.S.) all-volunteer-fighting force. We learn how and why it 
was started, the non-German, European men who joined this elite army of 
1 million volunteers to fight communism and its many victories won against 
stiff odds. A documentary that will enlighten and astound you. English voice¬ 
over.

The Eye of the Third Reich —The subject of this film, Walter Frentz, was 
a personal cameraman for Adolf Hitler. This story has been woven with 
interviews with Frentz, excerpts from Frentz’s diary and many samplings of 
his work.Views of Hitler, military sites, his personal visitors and the inner cir¬ 
cle at the Reichschancellery. See the Fuehrer’s headquarters and unique 
footage of a party in Hitler’s bomb shelter. A great documentary with excel¬ 
lent photography.

The Mystery of the First American: The Saga of the Kennewick 
Man— Just who made it to America first? The answer may surprise you.This 
video explores the discovery of the 9,000-year-old Kennewick Man skeleton 
and the implications of this find on the accepted theories of the populating 
of the Americas. The skeleton, you see, is that of a male of an ancient 
Caucasoid race.
